someone knows whats true to me. i think she does. 
i think about commodity exchange and relationships 
that exist like commodity exchange--that is winners 
and losers, and profit etc.. and that i don't 

@ really feel like i exist unless theres someone , 
else there to make sure that a relationship exists 
between me and them. i cant be alone anymore. i 
don't want to listen to myself i just wanna believe 
that there is more beyond my brain. 
“do you know what i mean". the girl who calls me. 
sayS this a lot and it's really comforting because 


‘for once in my life i really do. I know what she 
means. we cant fall asleep together. 
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dearest allison (xxooxx): 


:the people in my class are pretty cool 
except for this white boy. the other day, i took a phone 
message and mispronounced someone's name, and he totally 
belittied me in front of the class. i said "grause" 
instead of “krause." in any case, he said that "grouse" 
helongs outside and it is "krause!" i just didn't care 
for the way he corrected me and the tone of his voice. 
tian, he totally caught me off-guard cause i haven't 
had anyone do that to me since my hi-school days. soi 
was speechless for a few seconds. i thought the professor 
or classmates would say something, but no one did. 
so i thought to myself, well fuck him-- i'm going to tell 
him cxactly what i think. i suppose you can look at this 
as part of my claiming my adulthood. i yelled out, 

"hey dude- (gave him the finger) fuck off and diet" i 

think 1 shocked the hell out of everyone but they said 
nothing. they were probably surprised by my confrontation 
for asians usually avoid confrontation. that dumb boy 
totally gave me weird looks for the next 24 hours. but 

man, the following day, he was totally sucking up to 

me for being a jerk the other day. and the rest is history. 
Overall, the people and i talk a lot about our oppressions 


and i've been trying to educate them on our cultural 
differences. 


itm also taking survey of american lit., 
and the professor is so rad. the dynamics of our class 
is pretty fuckin rad, and we're so productive #ecause of 
the students' interaction with one another. i've been 
learning how to articulate my language, concepts, feminist- 
marxist perspectives in such a way that they evoke their 
deepest thoughts and feelings...but of course, in a very 
Froductive way. i tried not to come off too threatening 
‘til later on into the term. i thinkri left an impression, 
for i believe they're finally understanding the plight of 
women and people of color. this is reflected in both their 
expressions and papers. i've made a lot of new girlfriends 
in this class. i try to surround myself with really cool 
girls and it smells so good and feels so safe. i totally 
love them all and will fight for them. 

we have this cool African-American boy who 
has been very active in the class discussions. for awhile, 
he stopped talking when i started_to express myself. i 
felt so bad, so whenever he would say anything, i would 
comment on what “an excellent point that was." { just 
wanted to give him lots of support, for i believe our 
white institutions don't always do that. guess what?-- 
it worked!! now, he's so active and we've been totally 
supporting each other. i supposed some people may think 
i‘m biased or prejudiced but itm not. i just feel that we 
need to support people who have been marginalized, and 
that i'm trying to bring those voices into the center. 
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‘I just got finished reading Girl Germs and 
now I'm sitting her thinking about where I stand 
in my country. I figure we might as well burn © 
the Constitution and the Bill of Rights (the only 
Bill I'll ever love) because most all of us are 
being denied our rights. We have white males in 
office telling us what to and not to say, it's . — 
good to hate each other, how and what to do with 
our bodies, and on and on. This makes me want to 
kick a wall in. I can't vote (in November I'll 
turn 15), so I can't kick Georgie Porgie out of 
office. A woman comedian once said, "With a name 
like Bush you'd think he would be for more women's 
issues." As a teenager I'm not allowed to say much, 
as a woman I can't say any more, and as a person. 
in general I might as well shut-up. I live ina 
small, southern town called Farmerville. I wish I 
could move. Difference and op2n-mindedness are 
not exactly promoted here. , 

Women should be practally worshipped. I mean 
men can't make babies all by themselves, so if it 
veren't for:‘us they'd all die out. Not that we're 
baby making machines, but it is something to 
think about. I can tell you some about discrimination 
ty mom worked in a job and was experienced 
and earned about $11 an hour. Along came an in- 
experienced white guy who makes $14 dollars an hour, 
three dollars more for nothing. 

In Mississippi all known gays are forced to 
live in a different part of a certain community... 
ity grandmother says that it is “in the best interests 
of the people." Tike, I guess sho donasn't consider 
gays to be people? I better stop writing ‘cause 
I'm getting pissed off and I need to go to bed.
